curem ent by selective service m eth­ 
ods. 
These plans and the individuals 
trained are available w henever Con­ 
gress decides to use a selective 
method for procuring the men who 
are needed for training and service 
tn the land and naval forces of the 
United States. 
The speaker pointed out that the 
entire resoonsibility for the opera­ 
tion of the selective service in a 
community rests squarely upon the 
boards composed of local citizens, 
who know their community, its 
problem s and its people. 
Describes Draft 
In describing the proposed plan 
for the operation of this system he 
pointed out that on the day set by 
the president of the United States, 
all men between the prescribed 
ages will register in the regular 
voting precincts in their community 
by filling out registration cards. 
Each local board upon receipt of 
these cards from the registrars of 
the precincts will 
shuffle 
these 
cards and give them serial num ­ 
bers according to their accidental 
sequence. 
A drawing in W ashing­ 
ton will determ ine the order in 
which men will be considered for 
selection. 
“Thus y 
he 
continued, 
“every 
step in the process of bringing a 
citizen into m ilitary service will be 
perform ed in his full sight by men 
to whom he has personal access. 
However, he pointed out that the 
most im portant and difficult phase 
of 'the program will be the adm in­ 
istering of the deferments. 
Em­ 
phasizing the word “deferm ent,” 
he said that a deferm ent is a delay 
and not an exemption. 
He said 
that even in w ar the economic 
mobilization and selective service 
planned do not contemplate a dis­ 
ruption of civilian life so drastic 
that resumption of Deacetime ac­ 
tivity after w ar is impossible or u n ­ 
reasonably 
difficult. 
Therefore, 
m ilitary training in time of peace 
m ust be administered, w ith even 
more understanding and care. 
Manpower Essentials 
In summary, M ajor Copeland em ­ 
phasized that the “two manpower 
essentials for preparedness are sol­ 
diers in the armed forces and skill­ 
ed workers in industry,” and that 
because of the complex and con­ 
stantly changing character of the 
m odem defense problem that a m il­ 
itary training program is advocat­ 
ed. 
In regard to the home defense 
units. M ajor Copeland stated Sat­ 
urday in an interview “the adjutant 
general has formulated plans for 
the organization and training of 
home defense units but as yet has 
no authority for such unite at this 
time. However, it is suggested that 
a list of all men available for 
home defense work be prepared by 
the prom inent citizens of each com­ 
munity. That recommendations be 
readied for men qualified to be­ 
come officers of these unite, so that 
no delay will be causednn organ­ 
izing when and if the t le comes.”

“The national guard legislation, 
which I receVitly approved, con­ 
tained provisions evidencing this 
policy in connection with benefit 
rights of workers who are called 
into active service, and a similar 
provision is contained in pending 
selective service legislation. 
“I recommend to 
the 
congress 
early consideration of the problem* 
thus recognized, and enactment of 
the necessary legislation incident to 
preserving insurance protection un­ 
der the Social Security Act, the 
Railroad Retirement Act, and the 
Railroad Unemployment Insurance 
Act. and to facilitate 
state 
action 
under the Federal-State unemploy­ 
ment insurance program. 
“The agencies administering the 
¡ federal acts have been considering 
I the needed 
technical changes 
to 
¡ meet these problems and are now 
| ready to furnish recommendation* 
1 to the Con gres* in this connection.”

With all this talk about the M-l 
f some say it s the best combat gun 
ever made, and some say it's the 
w’orst) we decided today to fire 
a few' rounds, and perhaps get a 
sore shoulder. 
It was our first experience with 
any kind of a rifle, so Capt. Roth- 
well Brown, the arm y’s M-l ex­ 
pert instructor, lay down beside 
us on the 200-yard range. 
Two hundred yards away was a 
silhouette target, 26 inches wide 
and 14 inches high, representing 


the head and shoulders of a man 
prone. 
Hold the rifle tight against 
your shoulder, get the sights dead 
on the center of the target, and 
squeeze the trigger,” Capt. Brown 
ordered. 
Never having fired one of the 
dog-gone things, we expected the 
recoil to knock off our hat, 
stop 
our watch and untie our shoes, 
but when we squeezed the trig­ 
ger the “kick” was like a friendly 
clap on the shoulder. 
The scoring pits flashed that thp 
shot was about two inches off 
the “black.” The captain clicked 
on a bit of “windage” and drop­ 
ped the “elevation” just a mite. 
Then we fired a string of eight 
in a 
minute 
and a 
half, 
slow 
shooting for the sem;-automatic, 


but we were having trouble since 
each shot kicked the muzzle sky­ 
ward. 
The pits signaled the s c o r e - 
seven ‘5 s” and a single “4”, which 
was just one point away from per­ 
fect. 
It was the first time we 
had 
ever fired a rifle, so we were a 
perfect “tyro” for an unbiased 
M-l test. 
We figure that if we can get a 
39 of 40 score with the gun at 600 
feet, anyone in the world can do 
it. And if the function of a com­ 
bat gun is to shoot where you 
aim it—then this M-l 
gun has 
what it takes, minus the “kick” 
that most military rifles possess. 
In our book,

Cotton and America's 


Standard of Living 


The Federal Government estimates that 


the average family of four spends $17.90 on 
cotton articles if their income is less than 
$500; $27.37 when the income rises to $1000; 
$36.73 when it goes to $1500. Twelve mil- 
lion American families—2 out of every 5— 
have incomes less than $1000. A 30 percent 
increase in their annual wage would send 
$150,000,000 in annual new purchases into 
the cotton goods industry.

ROME—Italy has opened an al- 


most continuous air offensive on 
British troop centers in Egypt, the 
Sudan and Kenya, the high com- 
mand reported Friday, apparently 
as the essential preliminary to a 
big land and naval attack against 
the heart of British Africa.

By FRITZ HOWELl, 


CAMP PERRY, O. — W— An 


open letter to fellows between 21 
and 35: 


Say, it your big draft worry is 


fear of being kicked about by the 
army's new Garand (M-l) semi- 
automatic 30-caliber 
rifle, 
stop 


fretting. 


With all this talk about the M-l 


(some say it's the best combat gun 
ever made, and some say it's the 
worst; we decided today to fire 
a few rounds, and perhaps get a 
sore shoulder. 


It was our first experience with 


any kind of a rifle, so Capt. Roth- 
well Brown, the army's M-l ex- 
pert instructor, lay down beside 
us on the 200-yard range. 


Two hundred yards away was a 


silhoueue target, 26 inches wide 
and 14 inches high, representing 


the head and shoulders of a man 
prone. 


"Hold the rifle tight against 


your shoulder, get the sights dead 
on the center of the target, and 
squeeze the trigger," Capt. Brown 
ordered. 


Never having fired one of the 


dog-gone things, we expected the 
recoil to knock off our hat, stop 
our watch and untie our shoes, 
but when we squeezed the trig- 
ger the "kick" was like a friendly 
clap on the shoulder. 


The scoring pits flashed that the 


shot was about two inches off 
the "black." The captain clicked 
on a bit of "windage" and drop- 
ped the "elevation" just a mite. 


Then we fired a string of qight 


in a minute and a 
half, slew 


shooting for the semi-automatic, 


but we were having trouble since 
each shot kicked the muzzle sky- 
ward. 


The pits signaled the score- 


seven '5's" and a single "4", which 
was just one point away from per- 
fect. 


It was the first time we 
had 


ever fired a rifle, so we were a 
perfect "tyro" for an unbiased 
M-l test. 


We figure that if we can got a 


39 of 40 score with the gun at 600 
feet, anyone in the world can do 
It. And if the function of a com- 
bat gun is to shoot where you 
aim it—then this M-l gun has 
what it takes, minus the "kick" 
that most military rifles possess.

I have become convinced that 


"Latin Americans" J.t the honest 
term to use in connection with our

are different by blood, training, a^l 
outlook. Their relatives and busi- 
ness connections are with Latin 
races.

When the men of' America buy 
their accessories this fall, they will 
do so with an eye to the future. 


With conditions as unsettled as 


they are at present, it is difficult 
tor anyone to look ahead, and most 
purchases 
whether they be for 


clothes or automobiles, are being 
made with care. Conservatism is 
increasingly apparent in men's wear, 
and the durability and lasting qual- 
ities of all fabrics are an item to 
be considered. 


Among accessories, shirts are per- 
haps most important, and the soft 
button-down collar model will un- 
questionably retain' its leadership. 
Blue and white are the most popu- 
lar shirts, although there 
is a 


sprinkling of green, gray and light- 
er shades of brown. A few of them 
have stripes. 
For the man who 


wears the stiff collar, shirts may 
have a small design such as pin 
•tripes, checks and tiny plaids. 


Even in ties there seems to be a 


note of conservatism. Against the 
wild exaggerated designs of last 
year, plaids, stripes and small de- 
signs in solid colors lead for 1940! 


The wool tie continue to increase 


In popularity with its best designs 
In plaids and diagonal stripes. 
Soft 
colors are used in most of these. 
There will be the usual striped satin 
ties, and an increase in solid color 
•ilk and foulard numbers. 


While the blue also lead with 


handkerchiefs, although there are 
liny number of designs in the fall 
patterns. There is a growing ten- 
dency to avoid the matching hand- 
kerchief and tie, and to substitute 
for it, colors which harmonize but 
do not necessarily match. To ac- 
centuate the solid color tie, a de- 
sign in handkerchief is a good idea. 
The fancier ties go best with solid 
color shirts and handkerchiefs. 


The same note of conservatism 


holds in socks. There will still be 
plenty of wool plaids, but the solid 
blue or brown ribbed sock is now 
worn altogether by a large per- 
centage of business men. Other 
colors in this style of socks are 
maroon, dark gray and dark green. 


Soft wool scarfs are still popular 


and it's safe to bet that you will 
see lots of knitted scarfs. This is 
one of the few tangible effects of the 
•war.
